Polly’s Pointers 


Discount detergents 
are a good bargain

DEAR POLLY — I would like to share one of my 
budget savers with the other readers. Perhaps some do 
not realize that detergent for the wash can be bought at 
discount houses for about half what it costs at the 
grocery stores Naturally, the product is the store’s own 
brand, but I find it as good as my old favorite (a 
nationally advertised well known brand) or any of the. 
others It is sold in 20 pound boxes, so more money does 
have to be invested at the beginning, but it is such a sav­ 
ing and lasts a long time. Some brands are not as good 
as others, and one must shop around at first to find the 
one they like best — HELEN . 


DEAR POLLY — Like everything else, bird feeders ar° ex­ 
pensive. but my husband has figured out a way to make them 
very cheaply. Use two old hub caps — one for the roof and then 
invert the bottom one for the seed. Connect the two caps with 
a dowel stick in the center Hang on a long wire from an exten­ 
ding branch on a tree Only the birds can feed from this. — 
MRS. M C. 
DEAR POLLY — I used to have to throw away a good part 
of a head of lettuce before it was used up, even though I kept it 
in a covered bowl Now I wash and drain as usual, but place a 
small clean hand sponge in the bottom of the bowl before put­ 
ting in the lettuce. It stays fresh and crisp until all is used I do 
squeeze the excess moisture from the sponge occasionally. 
Wash and dry the sponge for each new head and do not remove 
the core of the lettuce. — MRS. R.J.M, 
DEAR POLLY — To get the same effect and not have to buy 
lip gloss. I dab a bit of petroleum jelly on my finger and put it 
over my lipstick It can be used without lipstick and still give 
the effect of gloss, and your lips are protected in the winter­ 
time, too I also put this on my children’s lips in winter when 
they are going outside so they do not have chapped lips. This 
saves buying commercial products for this use, since most of 
us have petroleum jelly in our medicine cabinets. — MRS. 
BM . 
DEAR POLLY — I am single and have moved into a place of 
my own for the first time, so I am learning what it means to 
conserve. When I boil water for a cup of instant coffee I use 
my tea kettle but can never judge the right amount, so I im­ 
mediately pour the remaining boiling water down either my 
kitchen or bathroom sink drain. I alternate between them and 
find this helps keep them from getting clogged and no hot 
water is wasted — MISS M Y. 
DEAR POLLY — When I pull the tape off the top of a new 
can of powdered cleanser I put it back on so that only two 
holes are open This makes it easier to control the amount of 
cleanser that is shaken out and avoids waste thus saving 
money. — MRS. H.F.R.
